Enniskillen.

70m Excellency, that within the short space of a few months which have elapsed

this establishment, this school has, under his able and judicious management, risen 
ll a „ P i rf ‘ emmenC 5. n0 ‘ at , tame< i b J k in its most flourishing days, and so great has 
tirfn 1h S ■ 1 u . c . cess tbat " e . bave found it necessary to undertake the erection of addi- 
tional buildings and of increased accommodation for boarders on a more enlarged 
scale.

in mnLn egard t0 /-' avan R °y al School, we have to report to your Excellency, that 
373 ^ uence a communication made to the Board by some of the Com- 
missioners 
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missioners who had visited this school, our architect was ordered to make a general 
survey and inspection of the building ; and his report having set forth that con- 
siderable alterations and repairs were necessary for the advantage and preservation 
of the establishment, we have expended thereon a sum of nearly 700/., partly 
defrayed by the funds of this school, and partly by money borrowed from the funds 
of Enniskillen Royal School, pursuant to powers vested in us by the 3 Geo. 4, c. 79. 

We have further the satisfaction to report to your Excellency, that the present 
master appears to be using his best endeavours to raise this school from the low 
state in which it had been for many years. 

With regard to the estate of this school, we have to report to your Excellency, 
that we have during the past year granted very considerable allowances to the 
tenantry for expenditures made by them in draining and fencing their different 
farms under the superintendance of our resident agent, and that the estate is steadily 
improving in its cultivation and appearance, as are the tenants in their industry, 
comforts and peaceable demeanour. 

Raphoe. 

With respect to the Royal School of Raphoe, we have to state that since our last 
Report there has been paid into the Bank of Ireland, to the credit of the Teller of 
His Majesty’s Exchequer, a sum of 77/. os. 7 d., being the seventh instalment of 
the loan advanced for the improvement of Raphoe Royal School out of the 
consolidated fund. 

Dungannon. 

With regard to Dungannon Royal School, we have to report to your Excellency 
that this school continues to maintain its high reputation, and is now in a most 
flourishing condition. The buildings belonging to this school have been put into 
a state of complete repair. 

Banagher. 

With regard to Banagher Royal School, we have to report to your Excellency, 
that since this estate has come under our immediate and direct control by the 
master’s resignation of his tenant right, and his receiving in lieu thereof a salary of 
200 /. a year, we have exerted ourselves to make the small estate of this school 
sufficient to support its foundation. 

Carysfort. 

We have to report to your Excellency with regard to Carysfort Royal School, 
that a considerable number of the poorer classes, for whose benefit the school was 
established, and who alone inhabit the mountainous district in which the school is 
situated, continue to be instructed in a course of education suited to their station in life. 

With regard to the estates of the Royal Schools generally, we have to report to 
your Excellency, that we have in most cases appointed a practical agriculturist at a 
small annual salary, whose duty it is to visit the respective farms on the different 
estates, to explain to the tenants the most approved mode of farming and culti- 
vation, and to induce them to introduce the green-crop system of husbandry. 
We have also granted assistance to several of our tenants, to enable them to build a 
more permanent and better style of dwelling-house than is usually found among 
the peasantry of Ireland. 

For the benefit of the tenants on the Dungannon School estate, we have pur- 
chased a moveable railway, the use of which, under the superintendence of our 
very active agent, is lent to the several tenants, who are thereby enabled to convey 
soil across the boggy, and hitherto nearly inaccessible, parts of their farms* and 
thereby , to bring additional portions into cultivation. 

We have it under consideration to allocate to the agriculturist a plot of ground, 
for the purpose of its being converted into a model farm, and thus showing practi- 
cally the benefits which will arise in small farms from attention to the modern 
system of husbandry ; and from the reports of our agents, respectively resident, as 
well as from the representations made to the Board by several of the Commissioners 
who have personally inspected the estates under our control, we have the great 
satisfaction of being enabled to report to your Excellency that very decided 
improvements have been made in these estates. The numerous difficulties that 
this Board had to encounter in their endeavours to redeem the estates of these 
Royal Schools from the wretched condition in which they from time to time were 
left, as the agreements made with the several masters before this Board was con- 
stituteddetermined (and some but recently), maybe knovvnfrom their former Reports. 
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SCHOOLS OF PRIVATE FOUNDATION. 

Navan and Ballyroan. 

With respect to the endowed school of Navan, we have to state to your Excel- 
lency, that since our last Report we have succeeded in inducing the patrons of 
this school to agree in the appointment of a gentleman educated in the University 
of Dublin to the situation of master, vacant by the resignation of the late master, 
consequent on the visitations of this school, held by the Commissioners in Navan 
and Dublin. 

We have also made a grant out of funds vested in our hands for the purpose of 
repairing the school-house, and we trust that the school will become (what it was not 
under the former master) useful and efficient, and of great advantage to the persons 
resident in the neighbourhood of Navan. 

With regard to Ballyroan School, we have to report to your Excellency, that 
although we are continuing to use our best endeavours to procure a sufficient site 
for building a house more suited to the purposes of a school than that now only 
rented by us, we have been hitherto unable to procure one within the town of 
Ballyroan, wherein, by the terms of the foundation, it is necessary the school should 
be established. 

With regard to the estate of the Navan and Ballyroan schools, which, not long 
since, was subject to a receiver of the Court of Chancery, we have to report to your 
Excellency, that in consequence of the firmness and perseverance of our present 
resident agent, the tenantry is gradually changing its turbulent and lawless charac- 
ter, and promises, at no distant period, to become more industrious and amenable 
to the laws. 

Clonmel. 

With regard to Clonmel school, we have to state to your Excellency, that a sum 
of 240 1 . has, since our last Report, been paid into the Bank of Ireland, to the credit 
of the Teller of His Majesty’s Exchequer, being the sixth annual instalment in 
repayment of the loan of 4, 000/. advanced out of the consolidated fund for the purpose 
of building a school-house in Clonmel ; and it is with satisfaction we report to your 
Excellency, that this is to be classed amongst the most successful schools in the 
south of Ireland. 

Ca rrickmacross. 

With respect to the endowed school of Carrickmacross, we have to state to your 
Excellency, that since our last Report this school, the buildings whereof have been 
put into a state of perfect repair, at the personal expense of the Marquis of Bath, 
the patron, has been opened under the superintendance of a new master, who we 
are informed is a distinguished classical scholar, and likely to restore the school to 
its ancient rank and utility. 

Middleton. 

With regard to Middleton School, we have the satisfaction of being able to 
state to your Excellency, that it continues to maintain in the public mind the very 
high character justly earned for it by its present master. 

With regard to the Diocesan Schools generally, we have to report that no mate- 
rial change has taken place in them since our last Report ; and as to the Diocesan 
School of Limerick, we regret being unable to make a report differing from those 
of the years 1831, 1832, 1833, 1834, 1835 and 1836; and there is no reason to 
believe that the sum presented for building a school-house has been taken out of the 
hands of the treasurer of the county of Limerick, to be placed in the public 
funds. 

It has been notified to us that Doctor Willis, who had been master of this school 
for several years, has lately died, and the right of appointing his successor is vested 
in your Excellency.
